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Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S. C. § 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point 
out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. See the reasons given in lines 6-10 in 
the first full paragraph on page 3 of the last Office action. 
Moreover, it is indefinite as to whether the step of "withdrawing 
a first and a second steam reformed product gas" would require 
that such first and second steam reformed product gases be 
withdrawn from the earlier recited first and second reaction 
spaces, respectively.
